ABERDEEN DISTRICT. 



Carlyle tells us that if you cannot realize your ideal you must 
idealize the real. The beginning' of a Conference year is ideal and 
prophetic. Its close presents the real, the abiding, the fulfillment. 

One year since the thought of every preacher on this District 
was, that the church they were permitted to serve, should be vital with 
the rich red blood of an intense and consecrated life, that thought- 
ful benevolence should be stimulated, and the visible Kingdom of 
God on earth should not suifer compromise or defeat. The ideal 
was glorious. We now come, not with exultant boastful shouts, but 
with sober hopeful faith to this milestone in the itinerant’s journey, 
saying hitherto God hath led us and while the way has been difficult 
it has been a blessed way. 

Material improvement has been made in several charges. A 
new parsonage at Ashton costing $1,500 was finished in June and 
the pastor took a vacation and moved into new quarters. An outlay 
of $1,000 has been made at Aberdeen in painting the church, in pro- 
viding more substantial walks and minor improvements. All the 
material improvements have been made at Andover, except a par- 
sonage. An addition to the parsonage at Bowdle makes a comfort- 
able home for the pastor who is beloved by his people. The church 
at Britton looks like new with its new paint and paper, but the people 
desire the old pastor for the fourth year. Not a little improvement 
has been made on both church and parsonage. A lighting plant was 
placed in the church at Langford and improvements on church 
property on the circuit amounting to $500. Mound City and Herreid 
are passing through the agony of church removal from the country 
side to the railroad town. A new heating plant was put in the base- 
ment of the church at Leola. Many minor improvements have been 
made that have not been mentioned. 

Under the leadership of Brother S. E. Morris, a very successful 
country Sunday School Convention was held at Frankfort in Sep- 
tember. 

The ministerial association held at Groton in May, was very 
helpful. The District has responded nobly to the call for the Me- 
morial building. Prairieville, a country point on the Northville cir- 
cuit, giving $750, and the District as a whole have subscribed about 
$3,500. The various benevolences have been presented on all thel 
Charges, and the apportionments will be met in full. A dollar a mem- 
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ber for missions started on the Huron District, has been the word on 
our lips this year. The plea that we have so many heathen at home 
that we cannot give to Foreign Missions grows more cheap and 
shameful every year. It is like the murderer of his father pleading 
with the judge to have pity on his orphanhood. A little over twoi 
dollars was given per member last year to the benevolences of the 
church from the Aberdeen District. We trust it may exceed that 
amount this year. 

Evangelistic services have been held in many of the places dur- 
ing the year with some success. The District tent was used at Lang- 
ford, Britton and Northville, with good results. Evangelist Rowley 
and wife assisted the pastors at Langford and Britton. At Leola, a 
little place twenty miles from the railroad, fifteen adult persons have 
professed conversion and united with the church. The pastor sweeps 
a wide circuit in the summer months to take the gospel to those who 
are hungry for the bread of life. Quite a large number have been 
added to the membership of the church at Aberdeen. The greatest 
need of all, that for lack of which the church suffers, and for which 
the servants of God agonize, is the power of pentecost and the tongues 
of fire. It will be little thought of and of less worth as we look out 
of Times’ window into Eternity, who had the corner seats of the 
Conference or who were the chosen few called to serve the church 
where responsibility is eagerly sought. 

For the first time in four years, we are called to record the pass- 
ing from our midst a brother in the ministry. Brother George H. 
Parker answers “present” to the roll call of Heaven. Only a few 
days ago, September i6th, just when the hands of life’s clock as 
well as time’s, pointed to the zenith, he fell asleep, and when night- 
fall came, the mortal eyes had ceased to see the glamor of material 
things, for God had granted wider visions. For eight years he la- 
bored in hard fields without complaint. God in mercy and for ser- 
vice has spared the lives of all others of our number, and their fam- 
ilies. 

We would not speak of the weary miles traveled or hardships 
undergone in the presence of pastors whose journeys have been more 
arduous and possibly more irksome. All toil though animated by 
finite love alone, becomes sweet. Who then can measure or tell the 
jov of successful work when impelled by the infinite love of God.

HURON DISTRICT. 



It is with feelings of the deepest responsibility and reverence 
that I present to you my fellow laborers in the Kingdom and patience 
of Jesus Christ, this another annual report of the work committed tot 
my care as a Presiding Elder in the Methodist Episcopal church. 

The best of all is, God has been with us and I am able to re- 
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port by his grace that portion of the battle line assigned to my com- 
mand going on conquering and to conquer. Every preacher has 
something encouraging to report, some more, and some less, as is 
always the case, would to God it were more in every case, the need is 
so great. First of all, we are most happy to be able to report that we 
have advanced about $150.00 on our missionary collections of last 
year, this will bring us up to an average of over $1.00 per member 
for missions, I would to God we could make it $2.00, what an exam- 
ple it would be to the church and what a blessing to the District. The | 

church at DeSmet raised $2.58 a member, and the church at Redfield 
$2.50 per member for missions. Two dollars per member is not an 
idle dream, it is as reachable as the “Evangelization of the world in 
this generation,” and must in the nature of the case, come before it. 

Would to God we had courage to attempt it and grace to do it. 

“My faith looks up to thee, thou Lamb of Calvary.” 

Something is to be placed to the credit of the District in the 
direction of legislation. The passage of our most excellent law 
against houses of prostitution, the excellent law for the protection 
of the Sabbath, and the re-enactment of the very excellent liquor law 
of 1897, were measures promoted by our brethren, notable among 
our workers were H. S. Wilkinson of Huron, and G. T. Notson of 
Pierre. 

In the line of improvements begun, completed and projected, 
may be mentioned the new parsonage at Pierre, costing $2,600, with 
improvements on the church amounting to $600. The church at 
Highmore re-decorated, and the debt on the parsonage subscribed. 

At Miller the interior of the church was decorated, also at St. Law- 
rence on the Miller charge. At Wessington $125 was paid on the 
parsonage debt. At Wolsey a fund for a new parsonage was started, 
and at Virgil a good subscription for a new church was secured. At 
Alpena new property was bought and some improvements made ob 
both church and parsonage properties. At Wessington Springs, after 
many and vexatious delays the new church was completed at a cost 
of $6,000 and dedicated free of debt in a blaze of glory. Huron spent 
$350 in repairs upon its church building. Iroquois painted up, and 
saved up till now new pews are in sight. Cavour sealed up its walls 
and greatly improved in appearance and comfort. De Smet painted 
both church and parsonage. Tulare has a new $2,500 church ready 
for dedication. Hitchcock is planning to enlarge its old parsonage. 

Gettysburg is moving towards a new church to replace the old one 
blown away years ago by a cyclone. Seneca is in the first stages of 
a church building effort. Carpenter dedicated a beautiful country 
church all paid for. Faulkton purchased a comfortable parsonage. 

Redfield enlarged its parsonage and is constructing an elegant ne^V 
$12,000 edifice. So much for material improvements. 

Some good revival meetings were held and a goodly number of 
conversions are to be reported. We should have a thousand conver- 
sions next year on the Huron District. 
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A large number of $ioo and $150 subscriptions were secured 
for Dakota University. The District is also pledged for $1,000 ad- 
ditional for the new building, and a good part of it is raised. 

Upon the whole the health of our men and their families has 
been good. In only one case did death enter a parsonage home. In 
August our beloved brother C. T. Cooper of Faulkton, was stricken 
with typhoid fever, and died leaving a very helpless and desolate 
family. Every thing that Christian love and generosity could do was 
done for the bereaved family. Subscriptions were raised to pay debts 
to provide passage money back to England, and something over 
to put out at interest for the permanent maintenance of the family. 
With devout thankfulness to Almighty God this brief report is 
submitted.

MITCHELL DISTRICT. 

One of the most testing experiences an officer of the church in 
our state could have this year, would be reporting failure in any de- 
partment of the work of the Kingdom of Christ. Rich returns have 
come to the husbandman, furnishing means abundant for all legiti- 
mate purposes, especially since prevailing prices for all the products 
of the farm are good, making it not presumptuous to think that all 
good causes would be abundantly sustained. In pursuance of such 
unparalleled prosperity it would be both painful and humiliating to 
report a failing church. Most grateful are we that the records of 
progress made by our great church on this territory is not less than 
the marvelous development of the state. Improvements of some 
sort have been made on nearly every charge of the District. Begin- 
ning with Alexandria, I will state the case in as few words as possi'r- 
ble. Last year at this point the pastor gave in as the value of church 
and parsonage property $2,700, this year $7,500. A $5,500 church 
has been built this year, and improvements on parsonage were made. 
Brother Chappell and his wife led heroically in this enterprise, they 
are to be congratulated on the magnificent work done on this charge 
during their term of three years, a new church and parsonage have 
been built and paid for and large numbers have been added to the 
church membership. Scotland, Armour, Bridgewater, Fulton, Tripp, 
Canistota, Howard, Geddes, Letcher, Sprin^eld and Ethan, have 
either reduced debts or made improvements, ranging from one hun- 
dred to three or four hundred dollars. Chamberlain suffered from a 
destructive fire during the winter, nearly ruining their beautiful 
new church, but without stopping to mourn, the people under the 
wise generalship of Pastor J. C. Baker, went forward making the 
church better than ever, by placing fine opera chairs in the auditorium, 
putting in a new furnace, improving parsonage property to the 
amount of $643 above the insurance. 
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A new church has been completed and dedicated at Tory Lake 
on Platte Charge. Here we had less than ten members to begin with 
last year, now we have many heads of families, a building worth 
$i,6oo, all paid for, and a most hopeful outlook. Platte itself has 
built a new parsonage, costing $1,300, with but a small debt stand- 
ing against the building. Hon. J. H. Close deserves grat credit for 
self-sacrificing work done to secure the church at Tory Lake, and 
Pastor Greene most judiciously managed the parsonage enterprise 
at Platte. Two other churches on the District are nearing comple- 
tion, the first at La Roche, costing about $2,200, which, when finished, 
' will be the finest country church on the District. The other is at 

Fairfax, costing about $1,800. Tliis is our only church across the 
Big Muddy. G. J. Corwin is pastor at this point. At Tyndall a 
$5,000 or $6,000 brick church is under way, which will be, w^hen 
finished, the finest church building in that city. E. T. Underwood 
is pastor here. Artesian completed a $1,600 parsonage in a few weeks 
to the great joy of Pastor E. E. Saxton. Plankinton is just finish- 
ing one of the most attractive parsonage homes in the Conference, 
when completed it will be worth $2,000 though the cost will be quite 
I below that as a result of Pastor A. P. Janes skillful management in 

I purchasing material and securing concessions. His splendid official 

I board and the Ladies’ Aid seconded him in every thing. Our Mitch- 

I ell Ladies’ Aid has just completed a $3,000 parsonage. This is a fine 

I building, a credit every way to these ladies. It is thoroughly modem 

with all the latest appointments. 

It appears to me that in these departments of church work we 
are not one whit behind the progress of the state. Our school should 
be mentioned here also, and more should be said than ever about this 
growing institution. This is the best day Dakota University has ever 
seen, enthusiasm characterizes the work of every department. At- 
tendance is on the increase, and our beautiful Memorial Hall nears 
completion. With Dr. Thomas Nicholson as President, the man 
;; whom we would have chosen had all presidents been available — with 

\ Dr. W. I. Graham to give us the benefit of his long experience, and 

's wise counsel — with very capable new men in the faculty — with a 

I great state open to us, and strong friends on every side, what more 

I could we ask? Money of course, and that will come by the hund- 

I red thousand before many years. 

I As to benevolences, we have done our best, but may meet 

I with some disappointment, however, I think the showing will be 

I good. Mitchell has done the greatest thing in its history on benev- 

I olences, lacking, I think but $i of a round $1,000. I do not know 

I how Dr. Youngman does it, but in his own wise way he gets these 

^ large amounts, and the people feel glad to give. Scotland, Plankin- 

■- ton, Bard, Platte, Tyndall, White Lake, Woonsocket, Ploward and 

* other points will bring in magnificent reports. 

I Our Epworth and Junior Leagues have done better than for 

I years. At a number of points their growth and work have been most 

I 
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gratifying. The Sunday School is doing more definite and satisfac- 
tory work than ever. Not all of them have been organized into Misi- 
sionary Societies, but we are making progress in that direction. 

T am pleased to report that we have had some genuine revivals 
on this District. Tyndall, Mitchell, Tory Lake, White Lake, Scot- 
land, Woonsocket, Farwell, held special services with blessed re- 
sults. At Alexandria the outcome was nothing short of glorious. 
Many were triumphantly saved. Nearly a half hundred will be added 
to our church, and a goodly number have or will unite with sister 
churches. Leading families were reached, and in some cases whole 
families were brought into the Kingdom. 

Sickness has not been general in our pastors’ homes, but has left 
some evidences of its presence. From the home of our loved brother, 
Carhart, the wife and mother was taken to the Heavenly country. 
She was greatly beloved, the ministry of her life was most beautiful. 
Unselfishly uncomplainingly, happily she lived, triumphantly she 
died. She is deeply missed by a wide circle of friends. 

Tt is not important that I should speak of myself, I have done my 
work with joy and record the fact that strength has been given me 
to fill every appointment during the year. I have been kindly treat- 
ed and cordially welcomed by all my brethren, all of whom have 
cheerfully co-operated with me in carrying out the plans of the Dis- 
trict. Some day a beautiful story will be written of these devoted 
brothers and their wives. Nothing has been too costly to offer to 
their Heavenly King. Uncomplainingly, heroically, successfully 
they have wrought. A better Captain than I, a wiser Leader will 
say to them at last, “Well Done.”

SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT. 



The year now closing has been laden with blessings for the Sioux 
Falls District. True it is, the crops have not been ideal, nor the 
weather since harvest favorable for threshing and moving them. We 
have soft corn but not as much as last year. We have had a supera- 
bundant rainfall, but it has not wrought the damage that cloud-bursts 
and floods have caused in portions of the east. Many of our people 
have lost heavily on cattle, also during the year, yet, I think die re- 
ports will show a generous increase in all benevolences, and average 
amount of building and improving, and salaries usually well paid. 

There has been sickness, more or less serious in about eight of 
our parsonage families during the year, but no deaths. Two have 
been added to the cradle roll. One of our brethren has married. 

Madison was promptly supplied with a pastor within ten days 
of adjournment of Conference, in the appointment by Bishop Good- 
sell, of George S. Parker of the Minnesota Conference. Willian 
Bartle, a local preacher from Iowa has been supplying the work at 
Marion to which John Lewtas was nominally appointed, awaiting 
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I his transfer to the Puget Sound Conference. John Oakley, supply 

at Worthing, asked to be relived in May and A. E. Carhart ffes 
had charge of this circuit since June. Early in September J. C. Du 
Val was transferred to the West Wisconsin Conference, and G. E. 
Granger from the Wyoming Conference returned to us and was 
promptly appointed to complete the year’s work at Plurley. Aside 
from these changes the appointments have remained during the year 
j as read and published. 

The first Sunday in November our neat little church at Beres- 
ford was dedicated. February 8th the Rowena people subscribed 
enough to meet all claims against their new $2,000 property and it 
i was dedicated; and on the 14th of June the exact reproduction of 

i the Rowena church was formally dedicated as the First M. E- Church 

f of Harrisburg, and indeed the first church building ever erected in 

i *" this growing little town. J. W. Taylor and D. S. Kerr assisted pas- 

tor and presiding elder upon this occasion. Our church at Rowena 
is also the only church building in the community and represents the 
_ only religious society. The ensuing Conference year will open with 

I the dedication of a beautiful little church building at Valley Springs, 

October 25. This church was purchased from the Baptists of Beaver 
Creek, Minnesota, and moved about 8 miles to its present site. It 
is well finished and furnished and is worth $2,000 as it now stands. 
Improvements have been so general that only passing notice can be 
? given them. New parsonages at Hudson and at Egan costing about 

i $1,400 each ; $2,500 pipe organ placed in our church at Vermillion; 

$1,000 improvements completed at Jordan church, Sioux Falls; 
$1,050 at Centerville ; new oak pews at Marion and at Lennox ; $200 
furnace at Dell Rapids ; $200 in general improvements at Gayville ; 
interior decorations at Colman and at Elk Point, and enlargement of 
our church at Wakonda.

t dollar of obligation to the Church Extension Society. 

I Several charges have been blessed with excellent revivals during 

I the year, with gratifying results in conversions and accessions, viz :

The work on the different charges has been carried forward 
with courage and success in most instances. T am glad to believe 
that Methodist preachers are not hirelings, and that if the churches 
fully appreciated their worth, they would often receive encourage- 
ment that would make them much stronger leaders. For shame on 
that church member that by severe criticism crushes the heart of an 
earnest man of God. “Touch not mine anointed, and do my prophets 
no harm,” saith the Lord. 

Spiritual Work. — Revivials were held on most of the Charges 
during the winter season, the most far reaching in visible results, be- 
ing at Big Stone. Bro. Boyce was strongly supported by the 
church. Rev. C. E. Rowley and wife, of Ohio, did excellent work as 
evengelists in sermon and song. Brother Lane of Sisseton was made 
glad because of the splendid victory at Peever, Brother Logsdon as- 
sisted him. Waubay was visited by an outpouring of the spirit. The 
church was much strengthened. Brother Layne was assisted by the 
Salvation Army. Milbank, Webster, Watertown, Bristol, Gary, Arl- 
ington, and Aurora held successful meetings. More than 6,000 pas- 
toral calls have been reported. Faithful pastoral oversight must tell 
for righteousness. From pastors’ reports at Quarterly Conferences 
the gain in membership from probation, and letters appear to be 204 
and 121 probationers to be received. No doubt the reports will show 
a larger gain. 

Church Property. — Two new churches have been dedicated, 
Nicholson Lake, on the Henry Charge, and Waubay, White Rock 
church will be ready for dedication shortly after Conference. Brook- 
ings has adopted plans for a new church. Many of the churches 
have undergone improvements,, notably, Arlington enlarged, new 
pews put in ; also a furnace. Lake Preston has put in carpet, painted 
and papered. White has newly papered and put in cement sidewalks. 
Hazel, papered, painted and put in new organ, $180. Sisseton rebuilt 
foundation put in, steel walls, ceiling, also furnace. Vienna, puts 
in new pews. Willow Lake has painted the interior of building. A 
number of parsonages have improved, viz : Big Stone, kitchen and 
porch added, cost $300. Gar}^ has traded the old parsonage for one 
near the church, and will enlarge and improve property soon. Mil- 
bank sold the old parsonage, and bought another house, giving the 
pastor a much more comfortable home. Also bought lots south of 
church. Corona is building a new parsonage. Webster has paid 
$544 on parsonage debt. Lake Preston has put on a fine addition, 
much to the comfort of the pastor’s family. 
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Benevolence — Dr. Trimble, Field Missionary Secretary, was 
present with us at four sub-district Missionary Conventions, held at 
Brookings, Henry, Bristol and Milbank. These proved to be an 
inspiration to the pastors and people. The collections have gener- 
ally been well looked after, and I am sure will show creditable gains. 
Apportionments for pastor’s salaries are more than $i,ooo in advance 
of last year, and will with very few exceptions be paid in full. 

I have not taken space to speak of each pastor and his work, 
let it suffice to say, that without exception, all have done well and are 
eminently worthy the confidence of the church. And I know that I 
am a better man because of the influence of these men of God.

Gar- 
rett Biblical Institute, the seminary in whose patronizing territory 
our Conference lies, is worthy of our confidence and our patronage, 
while Drew and Boston, our well equipped eastern institutions are 
also worthy of all praise. We cordially urge all our young men af- 
ter completing a college course, to further complete their human pre- 
paration for an effective ministry by attending one of these theologp- 
cal schools wherever it can be made possible. 

V? We most heartily commend the excellent work for higher edu- 

cation which is being accomplished for the church through the Board 
^ of Education and especially approve the emphasis laid upon educa- 

i tional excellence and genuine spirituality as the true ideal for our 

schools. We urge that Childrens’ day be observed and that a colec- 
tion be taken in every charge according to the discipline. 

We commend the “Christian Student” to all our preachers and 
laymen as a valuable compendium of educational information and 
inspiration. 

Believing that character, Christian faith and an evangelical spirit 
should direct and give greater potency to every educated person we 
call upon our people to give liberally of their wealth that our insti- 
I tutions may be equal to the best. Our Dakota University at Mitchell 

I has been growing valuable and is giving such constantly increas- 

■ ing returns in sterling Christian manhood and womanhood as td 

I justify an increased investment. Regarding it as a vital and indis- 

I pensible part of our church work we summon our people to give it 

I loyal and enthusiastic support. 

I We appreciate most highly the devotion of Dr. W. I. Graham to 

r the work of developing this institution during the past ten years. We 

shall ever hold his loyal and efficient service in grateful remembrance. 
Inasmuch as Dr. Graham has voluntarily laid aside the work of the 
presidency, we heartily approve the action of the Board of Directors 
in calling to the responsible duties of the President’s office Rev. 
Thomas Nicholson, D. D., of Cornell College, Iowa, and we bespeak 
for him the heartiest co-operation of all our ministers and our laymen 
in the arduous work of building up our beloved college. 

The attendance at our conference college during the past year 
including the summer schoorwas 400. The fall term opens auspic- 
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oiisly and with a slightly increased attendance. The income from 
all sources met all current expenses during the past year, notwith- 
standing the necessary expenditure of some $1,500 for the repair of 
the buildings. There are no remnants of old debt. The financial 
statement is as follows: Balance on hand January 7th, 1903, $1,- 

282.96. General Fund received $13,078.88. Estimated income for 
1903-4, $15,000. Estimated expenses for 1903-4, $16,500.00. 

The department of instruction is doing better work each year. 
The Christian sentiment is strong, more than fifty conversions of stu- 
dents resulted from special meetings at the church and through the 
Christian associations of the college. The quarterly Bulletin of the 
University already distributed to the members of the Conference 
gives full information as to the new instructors, the enlargements 
of the work and other features of the institution and it is hoped that 
you will give it a careful leading. 

In view of the pressing needs of the University consequent upon 
the enlargement of its faculty and other approved and necessary ad- 
ditions to its expenses, we recommend that $5,000 be apportioned to 
the charges of the Conference as the regular educational collection 
for the University for the ensuing year, and we urge that each pas- 
tor use all possible dilligence and avail himself of every aid which 
the administration of the University can render in an effort to raise 
this apportionment in full on every charge that debts may be avoided 
and that the management may be unhampered in carrying on its ex- 
cellent work. 

Your committee notes here the election by the Conference of 
Nathan Noble, J. O. Dobson, T. H. Youngman, H. S. Mouser, as 
members of the Board of Directors for the coming year and recom- 
mends (i) as visitors to Dakota University A. D. Thibadeau, G. W. 
Rosenberry E. E. Saxton, L. V. Slocumb and S. J. Watson. (2) 
.'-\s visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute, J. W. Taylor and G. T. Not- 
son. 

By arrangement consummated by the Executive Committee of 
the University and the President, the Vice President W. I. Graham, 
is to have the more immediate supervision of the completion of the 
Century Memorial Hall during the year. The full financial statement 
prepared by Dr. Graham at the request of the Conference is herewith 
app>ended and made a part of this report. The Field Secretary, Rev. 
J. C. Bigelow, will devote the most of his time and effort this year to 
the work of raising the funds necessary to complete and equip the 
building which will be a credit to the University and to the Confer- 
ence when completed. We note with hearty approval the organiza- 
tion of a Layman’s Association having as one of its objects some 
definite and valuable work for the University and consummated at 
this session of the Conference.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE VISITORS TO DAKOTA UNIVERSITY. 



Dakota University is located at Mitchell, S. Dak., in the midst 
of a very large and productive agricultural region. The population 
of this region is rapidly increasing and we believe the future of this 
school will reveal great things for Methodism. 

We found an earnest and able faculty of thirteen members do- 
ing very efficient work. The closing days of class work, and the com- 
mencement exercises gave every proof of thorough and practical work 
on the part of faculty and students. 

The different sexes of the student body are organized separ- 
ately into interesting and helpful literary societies. They are also 
organized for, and are doing earnest and aggressive Christian work. 
We most heartily recommend this school to the young people of the 
state who desire to secure a college education, and parents who send 
their young people to this school need have no fear that their spirit- 
ual life will be neglected during their stay at the university. 

The paramount need of the school at the present time is more 
room. The enrollment during the past year was about 335 and there 
is every reason to believe that the number of students may be in- 
creased as soon as there is room to accommodate them. The comple- 
tion of Century Memorial Hall, now in course of construction, will 
' largely remedy the need for more room. The library needs a larger 
room and more shelving. A better index system and a better classi- 
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fication of the books in the library would reduce the work of the li- 
brarian and save time for the students. The present physical and 
chemistry laboratories are far too small and the work demands more 
shelves and apparatus. The instructor in physical training is doing 
some excellent work, but a larger and better equipped gymnasium 
would greatly help him in his work. We would also recommend 
more and better fire escapes for the main building. 

Notwithstanding the rapid growth of the school, and the great 
work it is doing, it is succeeding in keeping free from debt ; but the 
completion of Century Memorial Hall, which is so much needed, 
demands that all subscriptions be paid as soon as possible, and that 
all interested in the future of the school co-operate in securing funds 
for this work. 

The future life of the school would be greatly blessed if the 
friends of Methodism could secure for it a permanent endowment, 
and we most heartily recommend this cause to men of wealth as an 
opportunity for doing lasting good for Methodism and humanity.

TEMPERANCE REPORT. 



We reatfirm our position of unalterable hostility to the liquor 
traffic. This traffic will cease when the voice of the church has suf- 
ficiently quickened the public conscience. It is encouraging to note 
that the appeal to conscience has led to the abolition of the army sa- 
loon and is daily widening the area of prohibition. The awakening 
of business interests to the importance of sobriety, is due to agita- 
tion of the liquor problem from the Christian point of view. But 
the Church is not accomplishing all it should. To some extent the 
natural enemies of the saloon foster divisions among themselves ; too 
few seek unbiased information concerning the liquor problem and 
encourage agitation from the broadest point of view. 

Our counsel is that Christian men should refuse ever to stain 
their hands by accepting gain even in the remotest way from this 
unholy traffic. They should seek to discourage the publication of 
liquor advertisements in daily publications patronized by them, l^ey 
ought to interpret charitably the positions of any who are sincerely 
opposing the liquor traffic even if not fully approving the methods 
they recommend. 

They should respond heartily to all reasonable efforts for the 
betterment of legislation and the election of anti-saloon men to of- 
fice. 

The churches of every community ought to be banded together 
for systematic agitation and pledge signing. We call renewed atten- 
tion to the provisions of our Discipline for the formation of temper- 
ance societies in all our Sunday Schools. We pledge ourselves to 
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the fullest possible co-operation with the American Anti-Saloon 
League and its allied organizations in their efforts to secure the en- 
actment of a law subjecting to the operation of the laws of the vari- 
ous states all liquors therein whether introduced in original pack- 
ages or otherwise. 

Your committee recommends that this Conference elect or ap- 
point four of its members to serve upon the executive board of the 
Anti-Saloon League of South Dakota, and two who may represent 
it at the annual convention of the American Anti-Saloon League, to 
be held in Washington, D. C., during December, 1903.

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PLANS AND RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS, IN THE 
CONFERENCE COURSE OF STUDY, ADOPTED 
BY DAKOTA CONFERENCE- 



I — BOARD OB EXAMINERS. 

The Board of Examiners of the Dakota Conference shall con- 
sist of twelve members, who shall be nominated by the Cabinet, and 
appointed by the Presiding Bishop. 

The Board shall be divided into four classes, of three members 
each, whose term of service shall, at the first appointment, be for one 
two, three and four years respectively, and thereafter for four suc- 
cessively; each Examiner being eligible for successive re-appoint- 
ment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the Chair- 
man of the Board, until the ensuing Annual Conference, when ap- 
pointments shall be made as for full terms. 

All appointments of Examiners are to be made, if possible, as 
early as the third day of each Annual Conference session. 

2 — OEEICERS. 

The Board shall organize by electing from its members, annu- 
ally, at its first regular meeting, a Chairman, a Vice Chairman, and 
a Secretary, who shall perform the usual duties of these officers. 

The work of the Secretary shall also include the keeping of a 
permanent book record of the standing and credits of all candidates 
Subject to examination by the Board ; and he shall report the same to 
the Conference when required. This record shall also contain the 
credits allowed candidates for work done in our literary and theo- 
logical schools. 

3 — EXECUTIVE committee. 

The officers of the Board shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee, which shall have authority, under direction of the Board, to select 
the place and fix the date of the mid-year meeting, arrange the liter- 
ary and religious program in connection with the same, and attend 
to all general matters of business in the intervals between Board 
meetings. 

4 — REGULAR meetings. 

The Board of Examiners shall hold three regular meetings each 
year, as follows : 

I. At the seat of the Annual Conference, before the close of 
the annual session, if possible, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
for the election of officers and the assignment of work for the year. 
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At this meeting the various examinations, and other work in connec- 
tion tlierewith should be assigned definitely to the several members of 
the Board ; a schedule of the studies and subjects in the courses, with 
the names of Examiners and the times of examination, should be 
prepared for publication in the Conference Minutes, or otherwise, 
and general plans outlined for the mid-year meeting of the Board. 

2. A mid-year meeting, to be held in the month of May of 
each year, the session not to continue longer than four days, usually 
from Tuesday to Friday, inclusive ; the first two days being devoted 
mainly to special reviews, the last two mainly to examinations. 

All undergradua.tes, and, as far as possible, all candidates for 
admission to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candi- 
dates for orders, are required to attend this mid-year meeting, un- 
less excused from attendance, for adequate cause, by the Chairman; 
of the Board. 

At this meeting examinations shall be conducted on at least 
one-half of the books or subjects on which examinations are to be 
conducted during the year. 

It is expected that special lectures and other litarary and relig- 
ious exercises will be provided in connection with the regular work 
of the session, for the enjoyment and profit of all in attendance. 

In place of the mid-year meeting the Board may, at its option, 
provide for mid-year examinations at District meetings. 

3. The Board of Examiners shall also convene at the seat of 
the Annual Conference, each year, the day before the Conference 
session begins, to review and complete the work of the year, and es- 
pecially to conclude the examination of all candidates in the courses 
of study related to the work of that year. All examinations must be 
completed by the evening of the first day of the Conference session. 

5 — SYSTEMATIC study. 

It shall be one duty of the Board to secure more systematic work 
among the undergraduates in the four-years’ course of study — a duty 
not less important than to provide for more careful examinations. 
Therefore, as far as is practicable, the Examiners shall give to the 
under-graduates and others suggestions and instructions with ref- 
erence to proper and profitable study of the books and subjects in 
all the required courses. 

6 — QUESTIONS AND EXAMINATIONS, 

As a rule, all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the same class, who are examined at the same 
time, shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each 
book or subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial,” the Board 
is instructed to examine first in the “Elementary English Branches,” 
and if the candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, other 
examinations shall be postponed ; and he shall be required to bring 
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up these studies before he is admitted to examination in others. 

In case of the unavoidable absence from the meetings of the 
Board of any Examiner, he shall forward his list of questions to the 
Chairman, who will arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7 — SYLLABI AND OTHER PAPERS. 

Candidates are required to make syllabi of the books assigned 
to be read, certify that they prepared them independently, as the 
result of their own reading, not merely following the table of con- 
tents. All essays, sermons, and syllabi shall be graded, and the grad- 
ing recorded, as in the case of books and subjects to be studied. 

All written work for the year, except such final examinations on 
text-books and subjects, as are reserved for the third meeting of the 
Board, shall be forwarded to the appropriate Examiners at least one 
month before the date of the Annual Conference. 

8 — GRADES AND GRADING. 

All grades shall be made on a scale of loo ; and the minimum 
grade, upon which a candidate in the regular Conference course, or 
for admission on trial, may be passed, is seventy per cent, on each 
study or subject. 

Candidates for local Deacons' or Elders’ orders must reach the 
grade of at least sixty per cent. 

Each Examiner shall forward to the Secretary, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the completion of the examination, the papers, certificates 
and grades of each candidate ; and the Secretary shall file the papers, 
and make a permanent record of all grades and credits. On receipt 
of these certificates of grades and credits from the Examiner, the 
Secretary shall also promptly notify the candidates in writing of the 
result of their examinations, which notification shall be to the candi- 
dates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to pass in any study or examination, 
the vSecretary shall notify the Chairman of the Board, as well as the 
candidate. 

9 — APPEALS. 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any 
Examiner, the Board of Examiners shall investigate the matter, and 
make the final decision thereon. 

All examination papers for the preceding year shall be destroyed 
at the close of each session of the Annual Conference ; and no appeal 
shall be entertained thereafter. 

10 — MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS. 

No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who has 
failed to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or three books 
to be read ; or in one to be studied and two to be read ; or who is 
delinquent and equivalent among in other required work; and no 
candidate shall be entitled to examination in advance studies until he 
has brought up the work on which he is delinquent. 
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1 1 — FEES. 

To provide for the necessary expenses of the Board, an annual 
fee of one dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The under-graduates of the Conference shall forward this fee 
to the Secretary of the Board, annually, within sixty days of the ad- 
journment of Conference. On receipt of the money, the Secretary 
shall send the candidate a certificate which shall entitle him to all 
the privileges and examinations of the Board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must also 
forw^ard this fee of one dollar before they can be considered eligi- 
ble for examination. At the third meeting of the Board a committee 
shall be appointed to audit the financial accounts of the Secretary. 

12 — FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS. 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to report to the Sec- 
retary of the Board as early in the year as possible the names of all 
candidates for orders. These will be expected to take their examina- 
tions at the regular meeting of the Board, and should be put in cor- 
respondence with the Secretary so as to learn the requirements which 
apply to them. 

13 — PUBLICATION. 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed schedule of stud^ 
ies and assignments to Examiners, shall be printed from year to year 
in the Conference Minutes, and if thought necessary, the Board may 
also publish the same in pamphlet form. 

14 — AMENDMENTS. 

The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the 
revision and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented ; 
but before they become a valid part of the plan, or are used or pub- 
lished by the Board, all proposed changes must be accepted by a vote 
of the Conference. W. H. Jordan, Chairman. 



ADDENDA. 



I — schedule of classes. 

The Chairman shall arrange schedule of classes, and the hours 
for the meeting of each, to be strictly adhered to, at the Annual Con^ 
ference examination. 

2 — SEPARATE BUILDING. 

The Board requests that a room, separate from the church in 
which the Conference is held, be provided each year, in which to hold 
examinations. 

3 — GRADES FROM CONFERENCES. 

/Vcceptance of grades from other Conferences shall, in ever)1 
instance, be optional with the Board. A low grade, as a rule, will not 
be recognized. 
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4 — SPECIAL ADVICE. 

1. Examiners are expected as far as desirable to assist students 
in their work. Students should report progress and pursue studies 
under general directions of Examiners. No student will be permitted 
to take any examinations in advance of the year until all the work of 
the year has been completed. 

2. At least one-half of the studies are required at the mid-year 
examination. 

3. *Examinations will be given only at the times provided in 
the rules of the Board, except in cases of emergency at the discre- 
tion of the Chairman. 

4. Examiners and students should read in Discipline, Appendix 
56-60, also in Conference Minutes, “Plans and Rules for Examina- 
tions.” 

5. Requirements for syllabi should be presented to students 
as early as February ist of each year. 

6. The Registrar should receive reports from Examiners of all 
studies presented, grading on a scale of 100 all papers on such stud- 
ies. All syllabi, sermons, and essays that are accepted shall be graded 

a, b, or c, which shall represent the following values: a, 100 to 90; 

b, 90 to ^ ; c, 80 to 70. 

7. Each student should remit an examination fee of one dol- 
lar to the Registrar before the time of mid-year examinations. 

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision of 
the Conference Courses of Study, and examinations thereon, the 
plans and methods given above shall be followed, subject to revision 
and amendment. By order of the Conference.

MEMOIRS. 



REV. COLIN T. COOPER. 



Colin T. Cooper was born at Manchester, England, July 12, 
1868, and died at Faulkton, S. Dak., August 18, 1903. 

When but eighteen months old his parents died within a short 
time of each other. He was brought up by an uncle, and educated 
for the ministry at Harley College, London, of which institution he 
was a graduate. 

He entered the ministry as a local preacher in the Wesleyan 
Methodist church, and served in that relation four years. 

On October 7, 1896, he was united in marriage to Miss Anna 
Hutton, and three days later sailed for America. Upon his arrival 
in this country he entered our ministry as a supply within the bounds 
of the New York Conference, and was admitted on trial in 1898. 
At the session of the above Conference in the spring of 1900 he was 
admitted into full connection and ordained a Deacon by Bishop War- 
ren. In the fall of the same year Brother Cooper transferred to the 
Dakota Conference and was stationed at Blunt, where he enjoyed 
an increasingly popular pastorate until the summer of 1902. 

A vacancy having occurred at Faulkton, upon the unanimous 
request of the Official Board he was assigned to that charge, and 
was returned by appointment of Bishop Goodsell last fall. 

He was in the midst of a pastorate which promised large things 
for the people whom he was serving with great acceptability, when he 
was stricken down with Typhoid fever two weeks previous to his 
death. 

In his departure he leaves a widow and five small children to 
mourn his loss. The funeral services were held in the church at 
Faulkton, Wednesday, August 20, and were largely attended by the 
citizens of that place. Twelve of his ministerial brethren were pres- 
ent and participated in the services. Asa D. Thibadeau offered 
prayer ; the scriptures were read by Henry Preston, Wm. P. Arnold, 
and Chas. W. Harrop. Short addresses were given by G. T. Notson, 
Paul H. McBeth, Allen C. McLean, and Dr. J. O. Dobson. Resolu- 
tions expressing the profund sympathy of the Huron District Min- 
isterial Association for the bereaved widow and children and the 
church at Faulkton were read by Gilbert D. Brown. 

Benj. F. Stiles offered prayer, and the choir sang the favorite 
selections of the deceased. The Masonic fraternity attended in a 
body and participated in the services at the grave. 

POLIO— e. 
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Followed by a large concourse of sympathizing friends the body 
of our beloved Brother was laid in its final resting place in the beau- 
tiful cemetery at Faulkton, to await the final summons on the morn- 
ing of the Resurrection. 

In the death of Bro. Cooper our Conference suffers a great loss. 
He was an able preacher of the Word, a faithful pastor and a true 
friend. He was able to a remarkable degree to gain the respect and 
confidence of men, and to know him was to love him. 

To the writer his decease partakes of the nature of a personal 
bereavement, and as long as life shall last, his memory will be cher- 
ished as a Brother beloved. Heaven is more real by his going home. 

Mrs. Cooper and her children are subjects of our deepest sym- 
pathy and prayers. In her long voyage to the home-land across the 
seas, she is followed in thought by loving friends who earnestly 
pray for her safe arrival among loved ones who will vie, we trust, 
with each other in assisting her to carry life’s responsibilities and 
burdens. 



REV. HIRAM S. COON. 



Hiram S. Coon was born in Licking county, Ohio, October 15th, 
1852. In May, 1880, he was united in marriage to Myra Roberts at 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa. To this union was bom three children, Addie, 
Ernest and Florence, who, with Sister Coon, mourn the loss of a kind 
and loving husband and father. 

Brother Coon entered the Methodist ministry in 1891, assisting 
Brother Ash on the Onida charge that year, receiving his first Con- 
ference appointment from Bishop Goodsell in 1892. He served faith- 
fully the following charges : Cavour, Winthrop, Alpena, Mt. Ver- 
non, Howard, Bradley and Kampeska. On account of serious ill- 
ness he was unable to attend the session of Conference which met 
at Madison one year ago. This greatly grieved him as it was the 
first time during his ministry that he had failed to respond to thd 
roll call. On Monday morning, October 6th, 1903, Bishop Goodsell, 
who ten years before had given him his first appointment, again read 
his name, returning him to his former field by request of his people. 
But the great head of the church had something far better in store 
for him, and on October 8th he was summoned to the ministry of 
the Church Triumphant. 

As a minister Brother Coon was a faithful preacher, conscien- 
tious, thorough and intensely in earnest, desiring above every thing 
else the salvation of lost souls. He was most loyal to the Methodist 
church, believing her doctrines and not hesitating to preach them. 
While an ardent worker at home he believed in the evangelization of 
the whole world. On every charge he instnicted his people and thus 
secured splendid missionary collections. 
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Another characteristic which should not be overlooked, was his 
successful work among the children. In this as in other things he 
was original, using many plans and methods unthought of by oth- 
ers, which carried home to the hearts of the Juniors the blessed story 
of Jesus. As a natural result he left a strong Junior League on every 
charge he served. 

The funeral services were held at Kampeska October loth, con- 
ducted by Presiding Elder Rifenbark and assisted by S. A. Chap- 
pell of Alexandria and several pastors of the Watertown District, 
and the remains were laid to rest in the cemetery at Watertown. 

“Servant of God, well done: Rest from thy loved employ: 

The battle fought, the victory won. Enter thy Master’s joy. 

The pains of death are past, Labor and sorrow cease. 

And, life’s long warfare closed at last, his soul is found in peace.” 



MRS. A. E. CARHART. 



Margaret Dasch was born in Albany County, N. Y., August 19, 
1846, and died at Mitchell, S. Dak., October 21, 1902. She was 
early bereft of her mother and when thirteen years of age was obliged 
to take full charge of her brothers and sisters, which function she 
performed with wonderful wisdom and untiring devotion. Of the 
family she so diligently mothered, three brothers older than herself, 
and a sister and two brothers younger, lived to maturity. She was 
thoroughly converted when she was nineteen years of age. At once 
she set up a family altar in her father’s house. In later years the 
father became as sincere a worshiper at that altar as his consecrated 
daughter, through her influence. Naturally she became the dominat- 
ing religious spirit of the neighborhood, and the younger people 
followed her lead without conscious restraint. During all this time 
she was diligent in study, and being quick to learn she became quite 
an expert in studies unmastered by girls who had better school ad- 
vantages. She attended Cornell College and was at once recognized 
as a leader, being put into the most responsible positions in her 
classes. She was married to A. E. Carhart August 6, 1873. To this 
union were bom five children, one of whom died in infancy, and the 
others live to rejoice in her memory and to honor her in the Gates of 
Zion. In 1889 husband responded to the call of God and entered 
the ministry. Her vision of the responsibility incident to the ministry 
caused her to hesitate in making the change, but when made she en- 
tered upon the duties of a minister’s wife most ungrudgingly. When 
Brother Carhart entered the Anti-Saloon League work she was his 
tireless and unpaid helper. To her devotion to this work, and to 
the anxiety she felt, is to be traced more than to aught else her utter 
nervous collapse. She saw how he was unselfishly undermining his 
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splendid physical constitution but it never occurred to her that it 
was necessary for her to be the conservor of her own nervous ener- 
gy. So, after years of strain, and months of weary watching by 
those who were most tender of her, the silver cord snapped and the 
golden bowl was broken. Funeral services were conducted by her 
pastor. Dr. T. H. Youngman, who preached from the text; “She 
hath done what she could.” 



GEO. H. PARKER. 



George H. Parker was bom in Kingston, Ontario, May 6, 1868, 
and died Sept. 16, 1903, at Andover, S. Dak. Bro. Parker had served 
the church in the Dakota Conference for eight years. Slight of body 
and suffering from consumption for years, he yet was enabled to 
serve the church most effectively. His will to do was greater than his 
bodily strength. He had a kind heart and pleasant smile for every- 
one. His faith in God was unquestioned and in all ways he endeav- 
ored to promote his cause. He won his way to the people’s hearts 
by his love for them. Since the death of his wife three years have 
passed and he has labored alone in the cause that was dear to both. A 
few hours before he died he said to a friend, “T shall be able to preach 
Sunday, but if the Lord wishes to take me I am ready.” One of 
his brothers from Philadelphia was able to reach Burdette for the 
funeral services held there. He was buried beside his wife in the 
cemetery at Burdette, one of his former charges. The services at 
Andover were conducted by the Rev. E. P. Hall, D. D., Presiding 
Elder of the Aberdeen District, and at Burdette the pastor. Rev. E. 
E. Simmons, was in charge.

The Fifth Quadrennial Lay Electoral Conference, of Dakota Con- 
ference met in the Presbyterian church, Aberdeen, S. Dak., at 9 a. I 

m. 

The Conference was called to order by R. N. Kratz, President of 
former Conference. Devotional services were conducted by William - 

Bartle, of Marion Junction. 

E. W. Eakin, of Pierre, was elected temporary President, and 
Wm. Carpenter, of Andover, temporary Secretary. Mrs. S. J. Wat- 
son w^as named as Assistant Secretary. 

On motion a committee of one from each District was appointed ; ; 

on credentials, as follows : Aberdeen District, S. P. Watkins ; Wa- 
tertown District, J. M. Johnston ; Sioux Falls, A. C. Allen ; Huron, ; 

Mary E. York ; Mitchell, R. N. Kratz. 

Voted the temporary officers be made permanent. 

The election of delegates to the General Conference was made 
the order of the day for 2 130 p. m. i 

A committee of three composed of S. P. Watkins, of Ashton ; t 

Wallace Wright, of Wakonda; J. N. Baker, of Wolsey, was chosen 
to confer with a like committee from the Dakota University relative 
to that institution and the formation of a Laymen’s Association. 

The committee on Credentials reported seventy-four Delegates j 

present, representing as many charges. 

Dr. Thomas Nicholson, President of Dakota University, ad- 
dressed the Conference. 

Rev. Wm. Bartle, of Marion, introduced a memorial to the Cfcn- 
eral Conference, as follows : 

“The Laymen of the Dakota Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church in conference assembled would respectfully memorial- 
ize the General Conference and urge that some provisions be made 
for the care of disabled local preachers, their widows and orphans by * 

organizing for their benefit an insurance society under the control 
and supervision of the present Board of Insurance, or some other 
Board of the General Conference.” 

The memorial was adopted. > ■ 

Adjournment was taken till 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Conference convened in the afternoon session at 2 :oo p. m. 

At 2 130 the order of the day was taken up and the Conference 
proceeded to elect two Lay Delegates and two Reserves to the General 
Conference to be held at Los Angeles, Cal., May, 1904. 

Til following nominations were made: H. G. Tilton, of Ver- 
million; Ira Bames, Aberdeen: Nathan Noble, Centervdile ; J. H. 
Close, White Lake; S. E. Morris, Redfield; R. N. Kratz, Mitchell, 
and Mrs. S. A. Chappell, Alexandria. 

The Conference proceeded to vote and upon the first ballot H. 
G. Tilton, having received a majority of the votes cast, was declared 
elected. On the fourth ballot Ira Barnes was elected and on motion 
of H. S. Mauser, S. E. Morris and Nathan Noble were elected re- 
serve delegates. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported as follows : 

The Dakota Lay Electoral Conference of 1903, duly assembled 
and constituted, resolve as follows : 

First — We earnestly request our Lay Delegates to the General 
Conference to meet in 1904, to do all they can to prevent any back- 
ward step by our beloved church on the question of the suppression 
of the liquor traffic. 

Second — ^We also earnestly request our Lay Delegates to do 
all they can to prevent the church from taking a less positive stand 
on the subject of questionable amusements. 

Third — ^Recognizing the necessity of a Christian education, also 
that our great young University located at Mitchell is grandly meet- 
ing this need, we therefore urge that the church do all in its power 
to build up and ^uip and support this, our only institution of higher 
education in this Conference. 

Fourth — We extend our thanks to the people of the City of 
Aberdeen for their hospitality to the Lay Delegates while in their 
midst and to the press for its full and truthful reports of all of the 
proceedings of the Dakota Conference. 

Also, to the Presbyterian church of this city for the use of its 
church in which to hold the sessions of the Lay Electoral Conference. 

We also extend our thanks to the Chairman and Secretary of 
this conference for the careful and conscientious discharge of their 
duties as such officers. 

LAY CONFERENCE ASSOCIATION. 

During the afternoon session of the Laymen’s Conference it was 
decided to form a Laymen’s Association the object and purpose of 
which, as set forth in the Constitution adopted, “shall be to promote 
Christian fellowship; to familiarize its members with the usage 
and enterprises of the church, and especially to engage their active 
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co-operation in the cause of Christian education as represented by 
Dakota University, at Mitchell ; and to do such other things as the 
Association may decide upon from time to time.” 

The present membership of the Association is composed of all 
the delegates and alternates elected to the Laymen’s Conference for 
1903, and the membership for the meeting of 1904 shall be all such 
delegates and alternates, and such additional members as the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Association may direct to be elected by the 
Third Quarterly Conference in each charge. 

The meetings of the Association are to be at the same time and 
place as the Annual Conference. The President was authorized to 
appoint all committies for the ensuing year. The Standing Com- 
mittees are as foils : Dakota University, State of the Church Res- 
olutions and Nominations. 

The following officers were elected for the ensuing year : 

President — H. G. Tilton, of Vermillion. 

First Vice President — R. N. Kratz, of Mitchell. 

Second Vice President — S. E. Morris, of Redfield. 

Third Vice President — ^J. M. Johnston, of Garden City. 

Secretary — Wm. Carpenter, of Andover. 

Treasurer — A. S. Cory, of Alpena. 

Note. — Pastors are requested to call the attention, and espec- 
ially the delegates and alternates in their respective charges to the 
formation of this association and explain its object and purpose.
